There art iwo waya in which toil may 
be dune. The Government may act the 
part of an avitUiaty, or the put of ajtriaj 
cipal. They may lielji otkrrt tu do Ihe 
work, or they may do it tkemtehet. And 
whichever uf there modes may be fooud, 
on enijiury. to be best calculated for an 
effectual introduction of railways, and to 
be most conducive to ilm public intensU, 
ought to be firmly and pront)itly adopted 
The auxiliary course might be either 
that uf a jm/run, ur that of a ro-juro- 
uni-fnr. As a patrun, the Guvernment 
might, wiltt proper if c unites, advance 
fundi, guarantee laani, authorise the tinue 
of debtiilijrri, qs become respunilhle fori 
nnuiniotn rale of profit ou isjlway Kamc. 
Ai co-proprietor, it would hare only to 
advance its ptoporlion of capital, bearing 
its tjuula of liability, claiming its quota 
uf dividend, and exercising tie share or 
authority and control. 

The other course, thai of a principal, 
woulJ be perfectly coniiilenl with Ihe 
prac ice heretofore pursued in the colony, 
nri wilb that principle of State owner- 
ship Tilth refetrnce to railways, 
which ihe Governments cf Kurupc 
have for some time past been looking 
upon with ciiiarilactncjr. Uriliih and 
Cuntiuental tutmn.en hal e begun to think 
that principle the only sound and the 
only safe one. To hand over the great 
national thuru ugh/ares to joint-stock mu - 
nojiuliats, is now deemed at best a 
doubtful, if not a mistaken and a danger- 
OUa policy. Mr. Mecretary GLtliSTuHl's 
drtpatchof loth January, IMG, instructs 
the (iu<iR»o« to see that in any legisla- 
tive meatuit framed foi tailwiy opetaWa 
in thi< colony, there be a provision " for 
thr purchase, if it shall Ire thought At, by 
the til ate, aftei a certain laps* of time, 
and on the term a to Ire therein prescribed, 
of any railway " formed titereunder, Th* 
like provision is made in the Imperial 
Statute, 7th and Bth Victoria, c. MS. 

We have thrown out theae hint, foi th* 
consideration uf our fellow-colonists, and 
especially (or that of our executive 
and legislative aolhoritiet, The U«* 
hai Curat when thrse grave ques- 
tions must' be aearchingTy examined 
sod feailesily diacuaied. hailwaya the 
culoiiy a»»ar have. On thil point all art 
Bjjreed, For railway*, » aiource of im- 
meilixte prulit on the capital they require, 
some parti o,f the colony ii fully prepared 
On thin, also, antungit those who hast 
given earnest attention to the subject, 
there is not the shadow of a doubt. It 
only remains, therefore, to be determined 
whether private enterprise, with or wilb 
oul Stale aaiiatance, ii equal to the task 
uf (lien introduction , and whether the 
Stale is not bound to grant whatever us 
ii stance may be needed, or even to lake 
the work altogether into its own hand*.
